To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural 
District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration 
my  20th  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Adminis- 
tration of  the  Fylde  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1921. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  by  Circular  269  dated  28th 
December,  1921,  suggested  that  the  Annual  Reports  of 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  might  be  reduced  by  the  omission 
of  details  as  to  conditions  which  do  not  vary  from  year  to  year, 
and  the  curtailment  of  information  which  need  be  given  only 
in  certain  years.  It  is  suggested  that  abbreviated  reports 
may  be  prepared  and  that  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  five 
years  a full  and  detailed  report  be  presented. 


The  statistics  with  regard  to  the  number  of  births  and 
deaths  have  again  been  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General 
through  the  County  Public  Health  Department.  The  number 
of  births  and  deaths  referred  to  in  this  report  are  those 
registered  during  the  calendar  year,  corrected  for  inward  and 
outward  transfers. 

The  Registrar-General’s  figures  refer  to  the  births  and 
deaths  “registered”  during  the  calendar  year,  and  differs 
slightly  from  the  local  totals. 

Area. — The  area  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Rural 
District  Council  is  now  38,541  statute  acres. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  1921  is  2661. 

The  Rateable  Value  of  the  District  is  ;^125,452, 
the  assessable  value  _;£'107,175,  and  the  sum  represented  by  a 
penny  rate  is  ;^446. 

Population. — The  Registrar-General  estimates  the 
population  of  the  Fylde  Rural  area  at  12,650.  This  estimate 
is  based  upon  the  census  enumeration  of  June,  1921. 


SECTION  I. 

VIXAIv  SXA'TIS'TICS. 


Births  and  Birth-Rate. — The  number  of  births 
registered  as  occurring  in,  or  belonging  to  the  Rural  District 
during  the  year  under  report  was  according  to  the  Registrar- 
General  246,  viz.  : — males  130,  females  116,  a decrease  of 
40  as  compared  with  the  year  1920.  Illegitimate  births 
numbered  10:  males  5,  females  5. 
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The  birth-rate  for  the  Rural  District  calculated  on  the 
estimated  population  previously  referred  to  was  19‘4  per  1,000 
as  compared  with  24*9  per  1,000  last  year,  and  16*4  in  1919. 
The  average  birth-rate  of  the  10  years  1911-1920  was  19 ’4 
exactly  the  same  as  the  rate  for  the  year  under  report. 

The  provisional  birth-rate  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  in  1921  was  22*4  per  1,000.

MORTALITY. 

Deaths  and  Death-Rates. — The  nett  deaths  actually 
belonging  to  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1921,  according 
to  the  Registrar-General,  numbered  152:  males  71,  females 
81.  This  total  includes  12  deaths  known  as  “ inward 
transfers,”  i.e.  deaths  of  persons  whose  usual  place  of  resi- 
dence was  in  the  Rural  area,  but  who  died  in  some  other 
district,  and  excludes  64  deaths  known  as  “outward 
transfers,”  i.e.  deaths  of  persons  occurring  in  the  district 
whose  usual  place  of  residence  was  elsewhere.  The  majority 
of  the  latter  deaths  occurred  in  the  Fylde  Union  Workhouse. 

In  the  year  1920  the  nett  deaths  were  130  : males  73, 
females  57.

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The  Death-rate  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1921 
calculated  on  the  estimated  population  of  12,650  was  12*0, 
ag-ainst  a rate  of  1 1 *3  last  year,  12*3  in  1919,  16T  in  1918, 
and  an  .average  of  12’6  for  the  10  years  1911-1920. 


The  provisional  death-rate  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  for  the  year  under  report  was  12T  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population.

Phthisis  (Pulmonary  Tuberculosis). — This  disease 
contributed  8 deaths  : males  5,  females  3,  corresponding  to 
the  death-rate  of  0'63  per  1,000,  an  increase  over  last  year’s 
rate  of  0*37  and  0T7  in  excess  of  the  average  for  the  preceding 
10  years. 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia. — To  these  causes  were 
attributed  12  and  2 deaths  respectively,  as  compared  with  9 
and  7 deaths  last  year. 
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Influenza. — Gave  rise  to  only  1 death  against  2 deaths 
in  1920,  8 in  1919  and  25  in  1918. 

Infant  Mortality. — The  number  of  deaths  of  infants 
under  the  age  of  1 year  was  19  : males  10,  females  9 ; 4 less 
than  in  the  preceding  12  months.  In  1919  infant  deaths 
numbered  11,  14  in  1918,  24  in  1917  and  25  in  1916.

The  infant  death-rate  calculated  per  1,000  registered 
births  was  77  as  compared  with  a rate  of  80  last  year,  58  in 
1919,  82  in  1918,  123  in  1917,  and  an  average  of  88  for  the  10 
years  1911-1920.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  was  83  per  1,000  births.

INFKCXIOUS  DISBASKS* 

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. — Under  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  71  cases  were  notified, 
viz.  : 36  Scarlet  Fever,  31  Diphtheria,  2 Enteric,  1 Puerperal 
Septicaemia,  and  1 Erysipelas. 
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Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  14 
Pulmonary  cases  were  notified.  However,  2 of  these  cases 
had  been  previously  notified  in  1920. 

12  Tubercular  cases  received  Sanatorium  treatment 
during  the  year  : 6 at  High  Carley,  3 at  Elswick,  2 at  Lune- 
side,  and  1 at  the  Royal  National  Sanatorium  at  Bournemouth. 
One  child  (5  years)  also  received  treatment  at  a Children’s 
Hospital. 

62  infectious  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Moss  Side,  viz.:  34  Scarlet  Fever,  27  Diphtheria, 
and  1 Enteric.  There  was  also  one  case  of  Diphtheria  of  a 
child  of  two  years  notified  at  the  Fylde  Union  Infirmary, 
Wesham.

Two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (1  M,  1 F.)  had  been  previously 
notified  in  1920. 
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Then  some  of  the  children  in  Clifton  attend  a school  in 
another  district,  where  I understand  there  were  some  cases 
of  Diphtheria,  and  in  this  way  the  disease  may  have 
originated. 

Swabs  are  taken  in  all  cases,  and  anti-toxin  used  with- 
out delay,  and  also  supplied  to  local  practitioners  when 
required. 

ENTERIC. 

Cases  2,  Deaths  1. 

These  cases  occurred  at  Wesham  in  October,  at  the 
same  house.  One  case,  which  was  removed  to  hospital,  had 
been  in  ill-heath  for  quite  a fortnight  when  medical  assistance 
was  obtained,  and  was  subsequently  notified  as  that  of 
Enteric,  and  which  terminated  fatally. 

There  is  nothing  much  to  remark  about  these  cases 
except  that  it  is  deplorable  that  the  parents  will  not  draw 
attention  to  illness  of  their  children  in  time. 

PUERPERAL  SEPTICEMIA. 

Cases  1,  Deaths  1. 

This  was  a case  of  twins,  and  the  mother  had  been  in 
a delicate  state  of  health  for  a year  or  two.  There  was 
nothing  to  account  for  the  Septicaemia  coming  on. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
notified  in  the  district. 


ERYSIPELAS.

There  was  nothing  special  about  this  case  as  the 
patient  recovered.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

14  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
2 of  which  however,  had  been  previously  notified  in  1920. 

There  were  8 Pulmonary  deaths  in  1921,  3 of  which  had 
been  notified  during-  the  year,  and  the  others  in  previous 
years.  One  death  took  place  at  Luneside  Sanatorium,  and 
another  at  an  Asylum.  There  were  also  two  deaths  of 
children  from  other  tuberculous  diseases. 

There  were  two  cases  of  non-notified  Tuberculosis  deaths 
one  of  a man  who  had  been  previously  notified  in  another 
district,  and  had  only  resided  a short  time  in  the  Fylde  Rural 
District,  when  he  died,  and  the  other  was  an  inmate  of  an 
Asylum,  whose  death  was  a transferable  one  to  this  district. 

On  the  whole,  the  efficiency  of  notification  of  Tubercolosis 
in  the  district  is  g-ood. 

Of  course,  there  is  occasional  late  notification  due  in  most 
cases  to  the  relatives  omitting  to  send  for  medical  assistance 
in  time. 

SMALL-POX. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  Small-pox  during  the  year.

CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

As  mentioned  before,  there  was  prevalence  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Diphtheria  in  Freckleton,  and  a few  cases  of 
Diphtheria  in  Newton-with-Scales,  and  Clifton-with-Salwick, 
several  of  the  latter  cases,  however,  proving  negative  on 
bacteriological  examination. 
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SCARLET  FEVER.

34  cases  received  hospital  and  2 home  treatment. 
There  is  not  much  to  say  about  this  disease,  as  7 cases 
occurred  in  different  districts  and  were  evidently  sporadic. 


As  to  Freckleton,  there  has  always  been  a delay  owing 
to  parents  of  children  not  obtaining  medical  treatment  in  time, 
and  thus  no  attention  has  been  given  to  the  first  cases  until 
they  have  been  accidentally  discovered.  One  case  of  a girl 
who  received  medical  treatment  was  found  to  be  in  a state  of 
desquamation,  and  there  was  no  doubt  that  she  was  the 
source  of  infection  to  some  of  the  other  cases  which  occurred. 


As  regards  the  Marton  cases,  the  proximity  of  Black- 
pool had  also  something  to  do  with  the  origin  of  this  disease 
in  this  case. 
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DIPHTHERIA.

These  cases  occurred  throughout  the  year,  excepting  the 
months  of  June,  July,  aud  November,  in  the  following

27  of  these  cases  received  treatment  at  the  Moss  Side 
Hospital,  and  1 at  the  Fylde  Union  Infirmary.  Two  cases 
proved  fatal  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  one  within  a few  hours 
of  admission,  and  the  other  within  two  days.  One  case  also 
died  at  home.  Freckleton  again  heads  the  list  with  regard 
to  the  number  of  cases.  The  first  case  occurred  in  March, 
and  there  were  no  others  in  this  district  until  August,  when  6 
cases  were  notified.  There  were  3 cases  in  September,  6 in 
October,  and  2 in  December.  Doubtless  there  was  contact 
between  these  cases,  or  their  friends  at  church  or  entertain- 
ments. 

It  might  also  be  mentioned  that  4 of  the  cases  proved 
negative  after  several  bacteriological  examinations.  In 
Newton-with-Scales  and  Clifton-with-Salwick,  villages  in  close 
proximity,  there  were  7 cases  notified.  Of  these  cases  5 
were  positive  and  2 were  negative.  Ten  throat  swabs  were 
taken  of  other  children  in  these  districts,  and  8 of  these 
proved  negative  and  2 positive,  which  cases  were  included  in 
the  above  notifications. 

The  village  of  Newton  is  in  a low-lying  district,  and  is 
liable  to  bad  drainage. 
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There  was  one  blood  test  for  Enteric,  and  two  speci- 
mens of  sputum  were  also  examined. 

The  chemical  and  bacteriological  work  is  carried  out 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Manchester,  and  the  speci- 
mens of  sputum  were  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  the 
Elswick  Sanatorium  for  examination. 

152,000  units  of  anti-toxin  were  used  during  the  year 

1921. 

The  Administration  of  Local  Acts  or  General 
Adoptive  Acts. — You  have  adopted  the  Infectious  Diseases 
(Prevention)  Act,  1890,  and  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amend- 
ment Act,  1890,  as  much  as  applies  to  a Rural  area. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

Water  Supply. — The  majority  of  the  houses  receive 
their  supply  from  the  Fylde  Water  Board,  the  water  of  which 
is  very  good,  and  constant.  Its  source  is  Grizedale.  How- 
ever, there  are  still  a few  houses  which  rely  on  stored  roof 
water. 

Sanitary  conditions  requiring  notice  are  water  supply  to 
Wharles  and  part  of  Treales. 

Rivers  and  Streams. — No  main  rivers  pass  through  this 
district,  and  as  to  pollution  of  streams,  very  little  takes  place. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  more  populous  town- 
ships of  Wesham,  Freckleton,  Clifton  and  Carleton,  have 
their  outfall  into  tidal  waters.  The  drainage  of  one  part  of 
Marton  flows  into  the  Blackpool  Corporation  sewer,  and  two 
other  portions  are  dealt  with  by  tanks  and  filter-beds. 

Wrea  Green  and  Warton  also  flow  to  tanks,  thence  to 
the  Ribble.  Singleton  discharges  its  drainage  into  a brook 
while  the  remaining  part  of  the  district  is  dealt  with  by  means 
of  cesspools.

Scaveng-ing-  is  carried  out  in  Wesham,  Freckleton  and 
Marton  by  the  Local  Authority. 

In  more  sparsely  populated  districts  the  householders 
are  responsible,  as  the  people  having  land  deal  with  the 
matter  themselves. 

The  disposal  of  ashes  and  house  refuse  is  in  part  con- 
veyed to  tips,  and  the  excreta  deposited  on  land  as  manure. 
Where  there  are  cesspools  they  are  dealt  with  by  the  house- 
holders. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  Controlled 
BY  Bye-laws. — There  are  no  lodging-houses,  and  the  only 
offensive  trade  is  that  of  a tripe-boiling  place. 

Full  particulars  as  regards  disinfecting  and  inspections 
will  be  found  in  the  Inspector’s  Report.

NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS : 

Hospitals  and  other  Institutions  available  for  the 
District. 

Midwives’  Act,  1902. — There  are  four  Certified  Midwives 
on  the  County  Register  practising  in  the  Fylde  Rural  District: 
1 at  Wesham,  1 at  Treales,  1 at  Marton  Moss,  and  1 at 
Wrea  Green. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  has  appointed  a Lady  Inspec- 
tor to  visit  the  District,  and  a part-time  Health  Visitor,  who 
on  receipt  of  notification  of  a birth  visits  each  case  and  gives 
necessary  advice. 

The  Treatment  of  Tuberculosis  as  previously  men- 
tioned, is  under  the  care  of  the  Medical  Officer  at  the  Elswick 
Sanatorium,  near  Kirkham. 

School  Clinic. — The  Medical  Inspection  of  School 
Children  has  been  carried  out  in  all  the  Schools  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer,  acting  under  the  County  Council. 

Venereal  Disease  Clinic. — Treatment  is  given  at 
the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary,  and  at  the  Victoria  Hospital, 
Blackpool,  under  a scheme  of  the  County  Council. 

Hospital  Accommodation. — There  are  three  hospitals 
in  the  district,  and  one  Sanatorium,  viz.  : — The  Fylde  Con- 
joint Isolation  Hospital  at  Moss  Side,  near  Lytham,  which 
is  used  for  Infectious  Diseases  This  Hospital  is  also  used  by 
the  following  districts  : — Fleetwood,  Poulton,  Thornton, 
Kirkham,  Lytham,  St.  Annes  and  occasionally  outlying  dis- 
tricts. The  Preston,  Fylde,  and  Garstang  Hospital,  at 
Elswick,  near  Kirkham,  is  for  Small-pox.  The  number  of 
beds  at  the  above  Hospitals  is  not  limited.  There  is  also  a 
Sanatorium  at  Elswick  for  Tubercular  cases. 
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The  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Victoria 
Hospital,  Blackpool,  are  used  for  serious  accidents  and 
surgical  operations.  The  Fylde  Union  Institution  at  Wesham, 
has  also  an  Infirmary  and  receives  necessitous  cases,  and  those 
of  Maternity  when  required.  The  accommodation  is  very 
good,  and  the  Institution  is  used  by  the  Fylde  Rural  District 
and  neighbouring  towns.  The  total  number  of  inmates  on 
31st  December,  1921,  was  266. 

As  to  hospital  administration  in  the  Fylde  Rural 
District,  committees  are  formed  consisting  of  representatives 
from  the  various  Councils  of  the  area. 

The  Cottage  Homes,  in  Moor  Street,  Kirkham,  for  desti- 
tute children  from  the  Fylde  district,  consist  of  modern  semi- 
detached houses,  each  of  which  is  under  a Foster  Mother, 
supervised  by  a Superintendent  and  Matron.  The  total 
number  of  children  on  31st  December,  1921,  was  65  (43  boys 
and  22  girls). 

The  Ambulance  facilities  are  very  good. 

The  Moss  Side  Isolation  Hospital  has  a Motor  Ambulance 
for  the  conveyance  of  patients  to  the  Institution. 

The  Kirkham  Council  and  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade 
have  also  a Motor  Ambulance  for  the  conveyance  of  non- 
infectious  and  accident  cases,  which  is  also  used  by  the  Fylde 
Rural  District. 


LABORATORY  WORK. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Work. — There  have 
been  94  examinations  of  swabs  for  the  detection  of  the 
diphtheritic  germ. 
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Schools. — There  are  19  Schools  in  your  district. 
School  closure  took  place  during-  1921  on  three  occasions  as 
shown  by  the  following  table,  viz.  : —

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  schools  are  good  on  the 
whole,  and  they  are  always  disinfected  after  closure  for 
infectious  diseases.  All  the  schools  with  the  exception  of 
Treales  and  Little  Marton  are  supplied  with  Fylde  water. 
These  two  latter  places  obtain  their  water  from  a pump. 
With  regard  to  the  closure  of  the  schools  at  Newton-with- 
Scales  and  Clifton-with-Salwick,  swabs  were  taken  of  throats 
of  some  of  the  children  in  the  district,  the  majority  of  which 
were  negative. 

The  Freckleton  C.E.  School  has  been  visited  many 
times  during  the  year  with  regard  to  the  exclusion  of  cases 
of  ringworm,  and  the  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria 
in  the  district.  It  might  be  mentioned  that  I consider  there 
is  insufficient  ventilation  as  regards  windows,  also  a deficiency 
in  seating  accommodation  ill  this  school. 


FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. — This  on  the  whole  is  good.  No  Milk  is 
imported  into  the  district.  Owing  to  a communication  the 
milk  from  a certain  farm  in  Carleton  was  tested  in  two  ways 
by  the  County  Council,  and  found  not  to  be  Tubercular. 

On  December  27th,  notice  was  given  prohibiting  the  sale 
of  milk  from  a Tubercular  cow  at  Singleton. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshop  Orders  are  carried 
out  by  the  Fylde  Rural  Authority.  The  Regulations  under 
the  Order  of  L.G.B.  were  adopted  1st  November,  1889.

There  are  283  Cowkeepers,  and  11  Registered  Dairymen 
or  Milksellers. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  are  inspected  from  time  to 

time. 


The  County  Analyst  declared  33  samples  purchased  by 
the  Police  Authorities  to  be  genuine,  but  one  contained  2’5 
parts  by  vol.  per  100,000  of  cow-dung.  This  latter  case  was 
cautioned. 

Bakehouses. — The  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Bakehouses 
is  satisfactory. 

The  condition  of  the  Slaughterhouses  is  also  good,  but 
there  is  no  public  Abbatoir. 

There  are  10  Slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  which  are 
all  registered. 

No  carcases  were  condemned  for  Tuberculosis  during  the 
year.

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

These  have  on  the  whole  been  well  kept.  It  was 
found  necessary  to  warn  the  occupier  of  one  with  respect  to 
the  removal  of  offals  and  garbage.  I have  examined  the 
carcases  of  16  pigs  which  had  been  in  contact  with  other  pigs 
which  had  died,  all  of  which  were  passed  for  human  con- 
sumption.

SEWERS. 

During  the  year  a short  extension  was  made  to  the 
sewer  at  Carleton.  An  examination  of  the  sewer  at  Carleton 
was  made,  which  showed  that  ground  water  was  getting  into  it. 
This  was  stopped  as  far  as  possible.  The  tanks  in  connection 
with  the  sewers  at  Marton  and  Wrea  Green  have  also  been 
cleaned  and  filter  beds  repaired.
